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PORTRAITS OF AMATEURS. 
Mr. G. Purks. 


This young gentleman possesses a rare 
portion of comic humour; it is of little 
consequence to him whether he assumes 
the young, gay-spirited lover or the tiger 
to a noble lord—tis valet or his butler, 
his versatility of talent being extremely 
extensive. We have witnessed him in so 
mapy different shades and colours that we 
can scarcely make up our minds which to 
admire the most. He is irresistibly comic 
as Jim Baggs, Loony Macktwolter, or 
Justice Greedy ; indeed, the latter charac- 
ter, although that of an old man, his mode 
of acting the character for so young a 
person was extraordinary, added to which, 
his meke-up for the character showed 
study, taste, ane ability. We do not. re- 
member any amateur taking so wide a 
range of characters, and all so different, 
and yetso cleverly acted. He must be 
both quick at study and giving his 
mind up to it. or he could not be so sue- 
cessful in his iipersonations. We seldom 
wilness a respectable amateur performance 
but we find Mr. G. Purks’ name on the 
bill He has become a decided favourite ; 
and wheu he first appears on the stage he 
is always greeted with a hearty welcome. 
He has many requisites for the stage: in 
height, he is about of. 8 inches, well made, 
and a familiar and gentlemanly demeanour ; 
his voice is rather rouzh, but this may 
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arise from a cold, or its not having arrived 
at its proper pitch, for we do not suppose 
he is more than nineteen years ofage. His 
elocution proves he has had a liberal edu- 
cation, and his delivery and pronuncia- 
tion are generally clear and distinct; he 
seldom or ever seems at a loss when on the 
stage, and appears frequently to ass'st 
others when at fault. There appears to be 
no restraint about him, and it is sellom he 
is wanting of confidence. We do not know 
whether he has any idea of following the 
profession, but if he has he should at once 
go into the coantry for practice, for there 
are few amateurs that are so well qualified 
te fill an engagement with credit and 
ability as Mr. G. Purks. His acquaintance 
with the gentlemen amateurs seems to be 
very numerous, and his company much 
courted. He appears to be what is termed 
a jolly fellow; and we wish him health to 
enjoy the society of those who app ar to 
respect his person and society. 





METROPOLITAN THEATRES 





Drury Lane.—A meeting of the rent- 
ers of this theatre took place on Thursday, 
Mr, Robins in the chair, when the report 
of the committee was read, and theaccounts 
approved of. It app2ared that, by the ex- 
ercions of the lessee, the commitiee have 
been enabled to discharge every claim on 
the building, and the theatre is nov 
entirely free from debt—a circumstance 
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that has not occurred for many years. 
Owing to this state of things, the shares, 
which were, three years ago, sold for 302. 
are now realising upwards of 60/. The 
letting to Mr. Gye, for the Royal Italian 
Opera season, was highly approved of, as 
not only a prosperous season was expected, 
but the rent for the remainder of the year 
was thereby secured to the lessee. Mr. 
Charles Mathews appeared, on Monday 
evening week, in the elegant little comedy 
of Married for Money—so successful on 
its revival last season, and in which he 
sustains the character of Mopus, with un- 
diminished effect. We are glad to perceive 
that his recent indisposition has not bated 
his fine spirit one jot, and that he never 
played better than on Thursday evening, 
in his original part of Mr. Affable Hawk, 
in the favourite comedy of A Game of 
Speculation. The quiet vivacity—if the 
term be admissible—with which the cool, 
calculating speculator struggles through 
his complicated embarassments, isa study 


in dramatic art, a perfect realisation of 
character, which might be advantageously 
witnessed by some of our aspiring light 


comedians. It was,in short, an admira- 
ble performance, well deserving the 
applause bestowed upon it. He was effect- 
ually supported by Mr. Robert Roxby, in 
the character of Sir Harry Lester; Mr. 
George Honey was amusing in the little 
part of Grossmark ; Mr. Younge, Mr. Til- 
bury, and Mr, Vincent acquitted themselves 
creditably in the Jess important parts; 
Miss Oliver played Julia with charming 
taste ; and Mrs. Selby, as Mrs, Hawk, left 
nothing to be desired in this personation. 
The excellent pantomime of See-Saw, 
Margery Daw, has been played to 
crowded audiences during the week.— 
Lyceum.—Messrs. Yates and Harrington 
have given another bustling farce, full of 
practical fun to the laughter-loving public, 
under the title of My Friend from 
Leatherhead. It was produced at this 
theatre on Monday evening week, and met 
with complete success. Mr. Toole is 
excellent. -- Olympic. — Mr. Robson, 
having recovered from the effects of his 


sprained ankle, was enabled to resume his 





professional duties, on last ‘Thursday even- 
ing, at the Olympic Theatre, which could 
ill spare the services of so popular an actor, 
especially as Mr. Wigan is still prevented 
by indisposition from performing. Mr, 
Robson made his re-appearance in his 
favourite character of Mr. Lullaby, in 4 
Conjugal Lesson, and was received with 
enthusiastic applause by the audience, who 
seemed delighted to welcome him back.— 
Strand.—The Howard Family made their 
appearance on Monday se’ennight, in the 
drama called The Death of Eva, adapted 
from Mrs. Stowe’s popular novel. Little 
Cordelia played the part of the interesting 
child with remarkable intelligence, and 
Mrs. Howard pourtrayed Topsy with great 
naivete and originality. Having so 
recently noticed their appearance in this 
piece at the Marylebone Theatre, we need 
only remark that the audience seemed much 
pleased with the talent of the family, and 
applauded them warmly during the per- 
formance. 


Cabinet.—Mr. G. Cowper’s annual 
benefit tovuk place here on Wednesday last, 
to a very full and respectable house. ‘The 
amusements commenced with the farce of 
Good for Nothing, which was remark- 
ably well acted. ‘The character of Tom 
Dibble was sustained by Mr. F. Craxford, 
in a manner that left nothing to be desired. 
He was well up in the dialogue. and appro- 
priately dressed ; his acting was easy and 
unrestrained, and abounding with sterling 
com.c humour, and not overdone. Mr. C. 
Jackson played up to him capitally; and 
Miss F. Morgan proved a most excellent 
representative of the character of Nan. 
She bids fair to be asecond Mrs. Fitzwil- 
liams, in such parts, aad not unlike her in 
person. The other parts, by Messrs Fran- 
cis, Hodson, and Simpson, were done justice 
to, and at the con:lusion there was immense 
applause. The play of The Jron Chest 
followed, in which Mr. B, W. Alger 
undertook the arduous character of Sir 
Edward Mortimer. His conception was 
correct ; but he has not sufficient physical 
power to make an audience feel.an interest 
in his acting; he should try comedy. 
Mr. Herbert did the small part of Fitz- 
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arding respectably; and Mr. Cowper was 
very humorous es Sampson—a part well 
suited to him. ‘The Adam Winterton of 
Mr. Paul was slow and prosy, and became 
tedious. Mr. Cobden was particularly 
good as Orson, andi obtained well-merited 
applause: but we could wish he would 
not imitate Mr. Phelps, There is some 
merit attached to the acting of Mr. How- 
ard ; his delineation of the part of Wilford 
was well deserving of notice, but he is 
very monotonous and speaks at all times 
in the deepest tone of his voice, which to us 
is both unpleasant and painful. We per- 
ceive this amateur has taken Phelps for his 
copy also, which shows bad taste: it would 
be far better, and prove superior talent, to 
form his own estimate of the different cha- 
racters he assumes, rather than copy 
others. Mr. R. Sutton made an efficient 
Rawbold ; and the other small parts were 
acted resprctahly, Miss Lawrence looked 
interesting as Lady Helen, and Mrs, Robin- 
son did all that was required as Blanche. 
After the play, a scene fron Valentine 
and Orson followed. in which Messrs. W. 
Kerby, G. Cowper, Tubby, and Graham, 
displayed abijity in pantomime action. 
The drama called The Fire Raiser con- 
cluded the entertainment. We did not 
stop till the conclusion; but what we did 
see was creditably performed. ‘The band 
was much better thaa usual on such occa- 
sions.

A Mrs. Stanley, from Drury Lane, was 
well received. This lady is very efficient 
in the coneerted portions of the music.

Mr. Morgan, 
the conductor, who has a fine tenor voice, 
sang the beautiful ballad, “ Good-bye 
Sweetheart, Good-bye,” by particular de- 
sire, which he executed in a most pleasing 
and pathetic manner, which produced an 
enthusiastic encore. ‘This gentleman seem 

well qualified for the position which h 

holds. The comic business is left to Mre 
Giles, perhaps the most original in hi. 
time, all his songs being totally differens 
from thos generally sung at such placest 
Lhe Description of Public Characters and. 
their Portraits is quite a new idea, and is 
both clever and humorous; the whole 
company was convulsed with laughter 
during the recital. Mr. Cale presided at 
the piano, who accompanied the singers 
and played some overtures with a masterly 
touch; also Mr. Jackson, at the harmo- 
nium, whose aid told well. The conzert 
was very respectably attended, and the 
refreshments are of the first quality and 
very reasonable. ‘This place of amusement 
bids fair to vie with any other of a similar 
description.

THE FARRENS. 
By B. W. W. 


The stage has something it may well 
feel proud of in the name of Farren. 
During the greater part of the last half 
century it was graced by the presence of 
William Farren, 

After the many years’ service he bs- 
towed upon the representation of old neizh- 
bours, old men, and genuine com dy 
eccentrics, he retired into private life with 
many honours, and, |-t us hope, many 
comforts, now that he has fa!len into “ the 
sear, the yellow leef” of life. Himself 
and Mrs. Glover (all honour and reverence 
to her memory) belonged to a school of 
acting which may almost now be said to 
be non-existent. We have few Sir Peter 
Teazle’s, and Lord Ogleby’s, now that 
Farren has retired from the scene of their 
action. Mr. Phelps, Mr. Webster, and 
Mr. Chippendale, in Sir Peter, are perhaps 
now the best. Mr. Frank Matthews, Mr. 
Younge, Mr. Chippendale, Mrs. Win- 
stanley, and Mrs. Stanley, are the nearest 
successors of Wiiliam Farren and Mrs. 
Glover, with considerably |+ss of their 
genius, although talented in a very great 
degree in any assumptions of the kind 
they may undertake. But it is a school 
of acting, we say, this of Mr. Farren’s and 
Mrs. Glover’s, that it is in reality non- 
existent, and it is not (very probably) 
likely svon to be revived. . 

We entertain very high opinion, how- 
ever, of Mr. Henry Farren’s abilities as a 
representation of the septuagenaria", in so 
far that we have observed many excellent 
phases of delineation and detail in parts 
which he has occasionally taken synony- 
mous of this class of characters, But we 
suppose he is not a together willing to give 
up the practice of the walk he usually 
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and light comely gentlemen —a fault with 
many actors, we fear, and actresses, too, 
as we feel assured a few would acquire 
muh more celebrity in the o'd man and 
the elderly matron, could they but recon- 
cile themselves to appearing in lean 
lineaments anc dusky features, than they 
would in the epic school which all seem to 
wim at. We cannotall be Hamlets—that’s 
for certa:n ; neither can we all be Lady 
Muicbeths: some must come in for the 
more subordinate parts of Laertes and the 
Nurse; and thus have we many actorsand 
actresses following the representative school 
of juvenile tragedy, who might, had they 
but have so resolved, have won far greater 
distinction in the grey hose and the plain 
b dice. 

But we have not spoken of Mr. William 
Farren, junior, now a very acquisitive 
member of the corps dramatique at the 
Hivmarkt. Mr. William Farren has 
many talents as an actor, but they have at 
tines been overtasked and cut of pl ice. 
We t ink he appears to best ‘advantage in 
music.:l dramas, where he has scope and 
opportunity for exercising his vocal powers, 
which he possesses in no small or insigni- 
ficant degree. He had some such exercise 
as this while at the Olympic Theatre, 
when under the management of his father, 
and lately, as Sir Harry, at the Haymarket, 
he has done well. He has at times, too, 
appeared to some advantage in lightcomedy 
characters, such as Master Waller, &c. 
There he is, perhaps, very well, but might 
be better if somewhat easier and more 
graceful in his carriage—a fault which he 
has mended much of late. Mr. Henry 
Farren is seen to most advantage in char- 
acters requiring something brusque about 
them. We once saw him display ability 
of an admirable sort in one of this kind, 
in a piece entitled Sixtus V., which was 
brought out at the Olympic. 


Certainly, the name of the elder Farren 
is immortalised in connection with the 
stage, although when he retired his powers 
were very much enfeebled -in fact so much 
so, that he almost endangered losing his 






id ows, of heroes of the drama or tragedy, | 





justly earnt reputation for those great per- 
formances which marked his palmy days of 
physical abilities. Hear what the satirist® 
says of him in this respect : 


“ .  » a weak and feeble wan, 


Worn by disease, scarce age, and pale and wan: 
Yet fierce ambition sparkled in his eye, 

Still strove he ever without thought to die. 

Sad sight, scarce audible, and indistinct, 

And inarticulate with eyes that wink’d 

With somethink of old fires: who can forget 
Sir Peter Teazle, ever on the fret ? 

Lord Ogleby of ancient beaux, the first 

Or Whitehead, who made all in,tears outburst? 
An actor truly great; yet ’tis scarce right 

Ye still should tuil: old age claims some respite.” 


The fact that some considerable portion 
of the talents of the elder Farren are here- 
ditary in his sons is very evident; and, 
although they do not reach the highest 
points of their ambition, they can never be 
acknowledved to be less than very clever 
actors and great acquisitions to the British 
stage.
